It’s a dangerous thing—thinking 
is—and nearly always upsetting to 
the peace of mind. 

I'm thinking that no longer is the 

navy our first line of defense nor 
the army the second line.

And of all the great powers, we 
are the most woefully behind in 
the matter of airplane protection. 
It would take us two years to 
make our air force as strong as it 
was four years ago. It would take 
infinitely longer than that to make 
it as strong as the present foot- 
ing of any country which conceiv- 
ably might attack us. 

Well, we could always lock the 
stable after the horse was gone— 
if the stable hadn't been blown 
flat.

Power Delegates View Sun Motor; 
Commercial Use Soon Is Predicted 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—(#)—An 
engine run by sun-power, arm describ- 
ed as likely to enter the commercial 
field in “not so many years,” gave 
world power experts today a startling 
glimpse of future possibilities.

When the.concentrated glare had 
brought this liquid to 400 degrees 
Fahrenheit it flowed through insulated 
copper tubes to a boiler, which in 
turn drove a one-half horsepower steam 
engine. 

Engineers and industrialists from 
four continents tossed eager questions 
at the Washington scientist as they 
stood on tip-toe to glimpse details 
of the motor.

Editor Constitution: In his speech- 
es, Governor Eugene Talmadge often 
mentions the great amounts the New 
Deal has cost the farmer, and speaks 
of the 6 cents a pound ginning tax 
when in fact in 1934 this tax was 
only 4 cents a pound, and in 1935 
it Was a nickel a pound.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 
BY PAUL MALLON, 


JOB DRIVE WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—President Roosevelt’s new 

idea of expanding the public employment agency sys- 
tem is supposed to have originatéd with Labor Secretary Perkins. They 
both were interested in starting state agenciés in New York before Mr. 
Roosevelt became president, largely to force a correction of abuses in 
private employment agencies. 

It is not much of a secret that federally the idea has not worked out 
perfectly. One reason is the system is new and not well known; an- 
other is that it was instituted in a period of sparse employment. The 
number of men for whom jobs have been found was not sufficiently im- 
pressive for Mr. Roosevelt to use it in his fireside chat. 

But the machinery has been set up, and about three weeks ago the 
President decidéd to lay aside $25,000 for the employment agency sys- 
tem to check the relief rolls, mainly in connection with PWA projects. 
The suggestion started working so well that Mr. Roosevelt ultimately 
decided to make a real effort to use the same machinery for developing 
private jobs and to publicize it strongly. 

Some who are near agency headquarters of the system here doubt 
that the old obstacles can yet be overcome tu any appreciable extent. 


SIGNS Federal promotion of co-operative theory is being carried for- 
ward in several little ways, apparently in preparation for bigger 
activities when Mr. Roosévelt’s co-operative study commission returns 
from Europe. 
| The monthly magazine, Consumer’s Guide, published by the Agri- 
| culture Department, has started a section on co-ops. The current issue 
'tells of egg and poultry marketing in eastern states, but contains no 
| ideas on federally sponsored industrial or consumer co-ops, which is 
what the study commission is driving at. Meanwhile, the Farm Credit 
Administration is distributing more copies of its recently published vol- 
ume of statistics of farmers’ co-operative business organizations. 
The plan is to carry out Agriculture Secretary Wallace’s advice in 
his recent book, namély, to promote thé co-op theory in any phase now 
in long-range contemplation of the ultimately possible co-operative state. 


CONSUMER CREDIT Washington thinkers are also much inter- 


ested currently in the analysis of ‘‘Con- 

sumer Credit” in a booklet of that title published by the public affairs 
committée, a small organization of distinguished economic writers. 

Some mention is made therein of credit unions, but the conclusion 
is reached that they can succeed only in small groups, such as em- 
ployeés of one business firm, labor union or government department. 

The booklet is mainly an exposure of concealed high interest rates 
by small lending companies.

A Cobego. 

The food of the cobego is almost | 
entirely leaves. Its teeth are not fit- 
ted for eating flesh, and are of little 
or no help in fighting other animals. 
Brownish fur keeps it from being seen 
easily since the fur matches the bark 
of the trees. In case of attack, it 
uses its sharp knife-like claws for de- 
fense. 

Those sharp claws are well-fitted 
for holding to the tree iimbs or trunks 
to which the cobego glides. Some 
glides are only 15 or 20 feet long, but 
others are more than 100 feet. In at |
